Our telegrapliic / dispatches, ferried 
across the break in- the cable and re- 
ceived by us yesterday afternoon, will 
convey to the community the latest in- 
telligence concerning the war in Af- 
ghanistan as well as other interesting 
newSrO&moment. The final evacuation 
of Oftbui'httS'taken place anil General 
RotflJiiTs; with 8,000 troops, is inarch- 
ing on to Candahar. Unless some im- 
porfcanj disaster befalls his force ho ex- 
pects to arrive thero in a little, over 
three weeks. General Stewart is 
withdrawing "towards Gundamuk and 
it is not thought- that he will meet witli 
opposition in carrying into effect his 
determination in that respect. Ciiuman 
Choki is reported to have been captur- 
ed by the Afghans and information 
reaches England via Bombay that 
4,000:" trifee'smea; are . massed near 
Quet'tah. , " On Saturday last a British 
reinforcement left Portsmouth for 
Bombay, and other troops will doubt- 
less-.foliqw vvithout delay. Far, tliore- 
forff, from tho English showing any 
dispo."iition taTOtreat from tho enemy's 
. country, there 'would. , appear to bo a 
fixed deteriiiination-,tp;.«rerao tho re- 
cent defeat as soon 'itts/poSiblo. The 
British authorities .seem...to have been 
ignorant that tho cunning Yakood 
Kh.vn availed himself of the w.LUing 
services of Russian oBicers; but that ho 
did 80 is now generally admitted. Eng 
land.'howeVer,' is not tho only nation 
with a tedious war to wage, for tho 
trouble between the Russians and 
Tekkes has every indication of proving 
a much more serious afFiiir for tho form- 
er tlnin they anticipated. Their forajr- 
ing parties liave recently beo^ repulsed 
and an important battle is imminent 
Qfiop, Geoketope, where the Russiiin 
forces^aVe •now concentrated. We do 
not suppose the receipt of intelligence 
that the latter had been badiy de- 
feated would be displeasing to any 
power except Russia herself. In 
Europe, too, affairs are in a somewliat 
pertjir.Jie^»j..condition.,. The. Eastern 
qiiestfoii coriitirities t6 be the bete noxr 
and there is no certainty that Greece 
and Turkey will not in the near future 
becbmo involved in war. Tho great 
powers have withdrawn their ohjec- 
tious to the mobilization of the Greek 
army , which, however, will not be in a 
position to move at once. Taking, 
tii'oreforo, into consideration the news 
we have alluded to in conjunction with 
other intelligence recently published 
almost every nation seems to hare a 
"little private matter" for settlement 
on hand— England -with her Afghan 
outbreak; Russia with her Turcoman 
and Chinese difficulties; Franco, Ger- 
many and Italy with their political up- 
heavals, and Greece and Turkey with 
hostile relations between tbein. In 
Ireland our dispatches inform us of an 
outrage of a dastardly nature. The 
Crown Solicitor of County Tipperary, 
accompanied by his two sons, fell into 
ah:anibu8c&de and were fired upon by 
masked men. All three were wound- 
ed — two it IS feared fatally. Full do- 
tails concerQing tho crime have not yot 
corno to hand, but it is reasonable to 
suppose that it was • the outcome of 
legal proceedings by which friends of 
the' perpetrators had been convicted. 
GLA09T0NE is recovering from the 
jeffects of his recent prostration and to- 
morrow will grapple with the import- 
ant duties devolving on the first minis- 
ter of England.

Gold FzospiDOtias on tho Zslaal. 

T^THE Editor op The Codo.vist:— 
Sir, — In your i.ssue of the -Ith August 
you mention the possibility of gold 
being yet found in certain parts of tho 
Island. If }-ou will spare space in your 
valuable paper I would like you to 
publish my opinion on the''sabject5- In 
1860, having ascended the south fork 
of Bear River to near its source, I 
climbed a high snowy mountain, from 
which I got the view of a largo lake 
which I called Battle's lake. . 1 judged 
it to be about twenty miles' long and 
nbouV three wide,* lyingr nearly cast 
and west. It was ijurrounded by high 
snowy mountains. This was in tho 
month of August. There is a largo 
island in the centre of the lake. Its 
direction from tho point I occupied is 
towards Comox. This lake was seen 
several years ago by a person nnr.icd 
Wilson and his companion, whose 
name I did not learn. Ho agreed with 
me about its size and tho largo island. 
They ascended Cruikshank's river, 
•rt'hich appears to flow out of this lako 
and empties into Cpraox.^ lake. If a 
party of men were to''got''"t6* thi8 lake 
with between two and three months' 
provisions, they could establish a 
depot and build either a raft or canoe 
to navigate tho lako, which would en- 
able tliem to travel light with two or 
three days' provisions and cross over 
and prospect most of tho streams flow- 
ing into Clayoquot and Nootka Sounds. 
One man would bo sufficient to slay 
with tho provisions and prospect 
around, for I do not think that any 
human being has yet been on the lake. 

Tho trouble has been with cxjiloring 
and prospecting parties, they have 
traveled over too much ground to ao- 
complisb good results and often run 
the chance of starving to death, which 
takes off nil the excitement of gold 
hunting. 

The same fall I discovered C'oiiuona 
Lako lying between Nootka Sound and 
tho largo Nimpkish Lake. Here is a 
regular slato formation and I got fair 
[n ospects. This plac6 could be reached 
by the Nimpkish lake way, but.in the 
event of any persons going I would re- 
commend not loss than seven nion well 
armed and that they bo accompanied 
by a man-of-war or Indian commission- 
er to tho Nimpkish river, for the Nimp- 
kish are a powerful tribe and this lake 
is where they go in the fall to fish and 
they are a tribe I have no faith in. If 
this should meet tho approval of any 
parties likely to organize an expedition 
to either of the above places I will be 
happy to give all the assistance in my 
power. There is n^timo to waste if 
such a thing iis tho'uglitpf. j i i )

Dividing 
walls have been erected in the principal 
elasa-rooms and the black-boards have 
been raised; but the rooms allotted to the 
junior classes arc still much too small for 
tho number of children crowded into 
them. Arrangements should have been 
inado during the recess for nioi-o spacious 
accommodation, and it is to bo hoped the 
Government will avail itself of tho very 
first opportunity to provide it. With the 
rapidly increasing number of children of 
■choo.l age the necessity of such a step 
.muitibQ. apparent to even the Chief Com- 
■ Jpiawoivor and the Superintendent of Edu- 
'^Uon. A general examination will bo 
hold by the Superintendent next week 
when the pupils will bo graded for their 
(espcctiyo, classes. Appended will be 
fouod'a complete Hat of the tcachcr.i wlio

I'o Mr. Davie — Part rif tho landing bo- 
longed to him and part to Mr. Ilillier; 
no written partnership agreement between 
them; merely a verbal agreement before 
the landing-stage was erected; some of the 
lumber was ordered from Saywardj he 
did not pay the bill; some of his lumber 
was in the stage; bill produced paid by 
Hillicr; there was somo blacksniithing 
work done; ho did not pay for it; could 
not tell what ho furnished; he got h.alf 
tho profits; knew that Hillior had sold the 
property to the defendant Pore from their 
reading tho bill of sale. 

To the Court— The chain belonged to 
tlio Rocket; spent several days in help- 
ing to build tlio landing; a pieco of board 
was nailed .-icross the end of the landing. 

Mr. Davie contended that there was no 
conspiracy on the part of the defendants; 
it could not bo construed into anything 
mor6 than negligence, for which tliey 
could not bo punished. 

Thos. Morrison corroborated the form- 
er witnesses' evidence in so far as what 
occurred on the Thursday; considered 
that the l.-mding was dangerous to parties 
going down in the night not knowing 
tiiat the stage was gone. Pore & Lambert 
have a landing of their own on the op- 
posite side of the point. 

John Ford was ship's cook on H. IVf. S. 
Rocket; knew that Roxbui-y was the club 
bo.atinan and that tho men were in tho 
habit of using Jones' landing. Was aware 
that the stage had been taken .away, but 
was not ther» at the time; corroborated 
former evidence as to tho dangerous con- 
dition of tho landing. 

Mr. T. Davie objected to evidence be- 
ing taken for the sake of making out a 
charge against defendants for cansiug dan- 
ger to her M.ajesty's subjects. 

His Honor ruled that tho objection 
raised was ono for tho Attorney-General 
to deal witli and that the case was one 
for t!l(! Supremo Court. 

Mr. Davie proposed to prove that the 
property belonged to tho defendants. 

John Hillicr deposed that the lauding 
in question belonged to him pt-ior to the 
Ist August. Roxbury had no interest in 
tho landing-st,ago or tho business. Had 
sold tho property to Pore & Lambert sumo 
six or seven days .ago (bill of sale pro- 
duced); sold it for 834, §15 of which was 
paid down, the balance had not yet been 
paid. Sold tho wharf between tho 2(ith 
and 28th July; Roxbury had notice of 
sale; he was abusive when bill of sale was 
presented. 

Mr. Davie said that in a case where the 
suggestion was to send the matter for 
trial it was his pi-actice when the ni.agis- 
trate expressed an opinion that tho case 
was one proper to bo dealt with hy a jury 
to reserve any address for the trial, but 
in this case ho (Mr. Davie) felt that ho 
would bo direloct in duty if he did not 
strongly urge upon the magistrate tho im- 
propriety of sending tho caso for trial. 
Although he (Mr. D.avie) almost despair- 
ed of changing his Honor's views in tho 
matter he would bog of him to pause 'ere 
ho committed so serious a stop as sending 
respectable young men forward for trial 
.as criminals, upon a matter which when 
analyzed was only a civil dispute in which 
favor of the dofendants. Of a tri.al 
tho bin'thoii of evidence was clearly in 
in tho court .above ho was not afraid, in- 
deed ho was satisfied that tho Attorney- 
Genornl would never prefer an indictment, 
or if inclined to do so would be puzzled 
to know how to draw it. Elimin.ate from 
the charge the st.atement that tho lives of 
her Majesty's subjects had been placed in 
danger by defendants' acts and then there 
was tho bare charge of conspiring to in- 
jure Roxbury; the charge for inflicting 
the injury had already been disposed of 
in. favor of the prisoners and surely the 
conspiracy could be no more serious than 
the oiTonco itself. Counsel held that the 
disposal of the substantive charge was a 
. liar to the proceedings in respect of the 
1 conspiracy to commit the same offence. 
I In .any caso it was a matter which ought 
to bo disposed of summarily and tho case 
of Reg. vs. Fletcher at the last assizes at 
Victoria showed that the Court would not 
take cognizance of a ih'attei;'which the law 



said ought to be decided by the niagia 
ti-ate. Then the charge was in no way 
mended by the addition that danger to 
the lives, of ^her.JIajesty's^Biibjects Imd 
been caused 'as thW wasTno citaige at all, 
rib hiirm having ensued and it not being 
shown that tho prisoners had any intent 
to cause danger to any ono. Mr. Davio 
dwelt upon tho facts of_ the caso 
urging that in point of fact tiie defend- 
ants were justitiod in w-hat they had done 
and again .asked his Honor to pause be 
fore casting a reflection on the character 
of respuct.ablo young men' like the pris- 
oners which would bo done by sendiii: 
them for trial. 

His Honor considered tho caso a very 
serious one and that tho information had 
been fully sustained. Ho would thcrofoi-o 
commit Bland and L.ambert for trial and 
discharge Pore.'i f"i-t}'j "'{i ,

[Detoro lion. Ur. Justice Crease.) 

Aug. G, 188p. 
Harvey m. Corporation of New West- 
min.ster — This w.as a summons taken out 
on tho 16th December lost by the defend- 
ants for the plnmtiff,toshew' pause before 
me at Ohambdrs at "il ; a."m: " why tho 
rt'HKc in tho declaration in an action for 
damages for negligence should not bo 
changed from Yictoria to New Westmin- 
ster, wliere it was alleged to have arisen, 
and the witnesses reside, and why tho 
declarat ion should not be amended accord- 
ingly- 
Assuming that the summons is still 
valid and subsisting, have I jurisdiction to 
continue, hoar and m.ako order, under tho 
old system and m-actice, upon a summons 
coininencod undor tho old ri les now that 
since the 20th July, 1880, tho .ludicaturo 
Act of 1879, with the Order in Council, 
lias come into operation ? If I have not 
any hearing would be com»i non jiidice 
and be a nullity. Is there any clause in 
the Act like those in tlio Probate Act and 
our Supremo Court Acts upon total 
changes of system, providing for continu- 
ing proceeding commenced under tho old 
system by tho same system and rules, 
after tho change ? On reference to the 
Judicature Act I can find no such clause. 

Counsel attending the summons stated 
that in some of tho rules passed undor tho 
English Judicature .Act a provision was 
made, by special rule, for continuing un- 
der the rules of tho old system proceed- 
ings commenced undor it. 

But, the Chief Justice, Sir Matthew 
Bogbie's decision in Chambers is, that it 
has not been shown tliat that, these, any, 
or wliicli of the English rules applicable 
hero wore in force in England on the Ist 
November, 1877, undor tho recent B. C. 
Order in Council which purports to make 
rules and orders fur working the Judica- 
ture Act. In that Act, however, sec. 17, 
subsection 2, thoro is a provision that the 
Lieut. -Governor in Council may from 
time to time, etc., make rules of Court 
among other things for settling tho forms 
of writs, forma of actions, parties to ac- 
tions, evidence, and tho mode and t)Ia<:e of 
irial, etc. That is, in fact, to settle the 
present application which is one to chaivje 
the place of trial. Consequently here is a 
substantive provision in an act, now law, 
covering this very ground. 

Then sec. 22 adds, "nothing in any 
existing acta or ordinance which is repug- 
nant to the context of or is inconsistent 
with tho B. C. Judicature Act shall have 
any force or efl'cct." Tho order asked for 
would certainly bo incoi'.sistent with tho 
new act in two ways : 

Ist. With section 17, subsection 2, 
which de.als with that very subject under 
the proposed new rules. 

2nd. It nsks the .fudge who has no 
power to make rules, to make a ride for 
continuing old proceedings under the 
old jiractico notwithstanding tho now. 
This is a power which only tho Lieut. - 
Governor in Council can exert, and can- 
not delegate. 

It is shown to me that ho has made 
some rules, but it is not shown to me 
what they are. Without that evidence, 
however, I cannot make any order here- 
in. 

Had the Lieut. -Governor in Council, 
instead of tho present proclamation of 
rules and orders simply proclaimed that 
pending tlio preparation of proper rules 
in e.clenso (a work of excessive labor, 
timo and care — in England it occupied all 
tho judges two and ii half years) the 
old rules and practice should be continued 
(id intet-im, tiie administration of law 
could have gone on without lot or hin- 
drance. 

Or, had the present Order in Council 
been simply cancelled, or had no new 
rules whatever been made, in either of 
those cases, as I road it — section 10 of the 
.ludicature Act, 1879, which seems to 
have been provided expressly to prevent 
all difhculty or delay whilf complete rules 
were beintr prepared, would itself tempo- 
rarily, but at once, have introduced bij 
xt'.itttle rules, practice and lu'ocedure, in 
full working order, to have carried out all 
the provisions of tho Judicature Act, 
without either check or delay. 

As it is, I am not in a position to make 
any order on the present apiflication.
